And 
who can imagine any other , but that 
wilfu!l perverſneſs is the cauſe of any 
ones wholly negleFof the uſe of thameans 
foreſtore Health £ When they may, as 
well, and upon as good and rationall 


grounds, hope - ſaved without means 


(which although it be not impoſſuble, yet 
it is improbable, it being the ordinary 
way) or live without food 5 as to be well 
without Phylick.

Seeing his 
dayesare determined, the number 
of his monethsare with thee, thou Þ 
haſt appointed his bounds that he F 
cannot paſle. : 
For the better underſtanding of which, 
we, mmſt Confider upon what occaſion, 
and to what end this was uttered by Job, 


and likewiſe compare it with other place; Þ 
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of SCRIPTURE. I»/bort then, 
the occaſion was Jobs wany, and ſore 
affli ions; whereupon ſpeaking to GOD, 
and deſiring mercy of Him , be pleads. 
with the LORD from the Conſideration 
of the ſhortneſſe of Maps life, which be 
termes but Dayes, and Moneths at the 
moſt, He aſcepds not up to Years; Inti- 
mating that Mans life was ſo exceeding 


ſraile and ſhort, in Compariſon of GOD. 


and Eternity, that it was not worthy, as 
it were , to be named ; And therefore 
at the beginnipg of the Ghapter he ſays, 
Man that is born of a Woman is of 
few Dayes, and full of trauble. He 
cometh forth like a Flower,and is cut 
down ; Heefleeth alſo as a ſhadow, &: 
continuethnot. Dayes aud Flowers 
and ſhadows, are of very (hort continu- 
ance indeed 5 By which Metaphors he 
declares, but the great brevity of Mans 
life» And therefore,the latter part of the 
verſe, viz, Thou haſt appointed his

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wore to be underſtood literally, then the 
former. For wemay as well conclude 
from this Text, that all Mens lives end 
in a few Days,or Moneths at the moſt, 
And zever attain a year or years 5 Ar, 
from hence to maintain, ſowe Men 
are ordained to live Twenty, ſome 
Thirty, ſome Forty years, ſome more, 
ſomeleſſe, And longer, can not. Which, 
you ſee , is not the meaning of the | 
Text, but only, I ſay, containes expreſſi- 
ons to ſet forth the extream ſhortneſſe of | 
Mans life. And therefore in the ſecond 
Verſe, he ſayes he fleeth like a ſhadow 
and Continueth not - Tet we ſee many 
Men live to a very great Agc, and there. 
fore can not litterally be ſayed, not to 
Continue, or to flee ar a ſhadow. $80 
that then, I take the genuine meaning of 
the beginning of the words, to ſhew only 
the ſhortneſſe of Mans time here upon 
earth (As that of Solomon, There is 
a time to be born,and a time todye, 

Ecclefſ.3. 2. Mentioning no time at all 
to 
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to live, intimating , it was ſo inconſede- 
rably ſhort, as not to be worth noting) 
And the latter part to teach us, the cer - 
taintyof our mortality; we cannot paſſe,or 
avoid it; the bounds of life is appointed, 
it confiſting in a mixture of the four Fle- 
ments, it muſt needs and aſſuredly end in 
the Conſumation of them : As the ſame 
Job bath it Cap.7.1. Is therenotan 
appointed time to Man upon earth? 
He puts the matter, by this queſtion, quite 
out of queſtion, nothing more ſure, clear 
and true then that there is an appointed 
time to Dye as well as to be borne; But, 
that it is limitted to this, or that, or the 
other year, is not apparent from his 
words 5 Nor, as Ithink, from any part 
Z the Word of GOD: Nayit rather 
peaks the Contrary.

I. DeVenenis, Cap.S, Guaynerins Cap. 2% 
De Venenis, Pour:ttus Lib. 7. Cap.2. Afid 
others aboundancly tnaniteſt, even Cloathes 
and other neceſſaries, have been Infecced; 
and by ſhaking hands with their Enemies, 
fame have found ouc a way to poylon them 
by certain Unguents, Oyles, andthe like, 
And fo to Infect their Spurrs , Stirrops, 
Bootes, Saddles, as that they ſhall cheree 
by be Deſtroyed. Bur thele are meerely 
Fanſies, andno wiſe aprecable to reaſon 
that any ſhould have to do with ſuch viru- 
leat Poyſon, and not to be infected them: 
ſelves, or that, he that ſhakes his Enemy by 
the hand, ſhould be more free then the E- 
nemy that is thereby pretended to be lnfe- 
ted by the Unguent, wherewith che hands 
of the Actar is annoynted. Or, that Poyſon 
ſhonld penetrate through other Veſtments 
to the Skin, as Scaligeratteſts Exercir. 186. 
One to be poyloned by treading on a Spider, 
affirming

tothe Heart ſuffocated him, I ſay, theſe, 
and the like Storyes are meerely Fabulous, 
not to be Credited, and rather to be attri- 
buted to the Subtilty, Craft, and Malice of 
the Devil}, and his Imps, Witches, Conju- 
rers, and thelike, who,by Geds permiſſion, 
are indeed ſuffered to uſe and practiſe ma- 
ny ſuch Feats upen the Bodyes of Men,men- 
tioned by Nicol.

| may we be ſurpriſed with Death, only by 
' thetouch of Poyſon and poyſonous Crea- 

cures, but alſo by their very looks, ſmell, 
noyle, we may not only be infeted and ſu- 
ſtain much miſery,but likewiſe be ſometimes 
deprived of life alſo; As Aretens 15b.1.De 
Signis et Cauſis morb. Acut. Mentions 
one Infected by the Ardent and venemous 
look of a Mad-dogg. And, as the moſt Cre- 
Cible of the Learned maintain, the Baſ= 
{ik kills even with the ſound of his His, 
and the rayes.of his fight. And many have 
been Infected by the very ſmell of a XMad- 
aogg, as will be ſhewed beneath. Pliny like, 
wile /ib, 8. Nat. Hiſt. Cap. 21. mentions a 
wild beaſt near N1zs called Catablepas that 
kills any man thar it beholds, and char in- 
ſtantly. Which Relations, although ſome 
with Cardas ib. 1. De YVenenss Cap. 16. at- 
count as Fabulous; Yet, ſounder Judge- 
ments are not of his nor their opimon , Bur 
hold, that theſe and other Creatures may 
deſtroy mankird by their very roucb, ſighr, 
ſmell, noyſe or ſound, receiving the ſpecies 
vf the poyſonous vapours into their bodies 
by the Pores, Eyes, Noſe,aud Ears. For it 
ene Man, by a malicious and envious look, 
. that is not of a poylonovs Nature, may hurr, 
diſturte, 
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dilturb, diſquiet, and diſcompoſe the ſpirits 
of an other ; How much more is it poſſible 
for a poylonous Creature, by his venemouy 
Aſpect, to hurt or kill? As my Lord YVerulam, 
Viicount St, Albans in his Nat. Hift.Cent.19 
Gives this Reaſon, why Men in their 
Trophies, and afcer Trumphs, are indif 
ſed and ick, oftentimes , becauſe they have 
received into their bodies the venemous 
Rayes and malignant beames of ſome enyis 
ous and malicious Eye : being communica 
ted in forma Atomorum et minimorum Core 
 puſculorum, et qualitate ſpiritale. Sothat 
with Cardan and the relt, I confeſsthat nei- 
ther theſight, nor hearing the ſound , nor 
{mel!, nor the like, doe quatenxs tales, hutt 
.or kill; Sed quateuns cum 11s vel waports 
et Atcmi venenate vel alie qualitates ſpirits 
les veneno(e conjuntte ſunt , But as either 
venemous vaponrs, Atomes, or other ſpi= 
rituall venemous qualities are joyned there: 
unto. For as all Philoſophers and Phyſicians 
agree, Secing ; is not by emitting, but re- 
ceiving in. Wheretore, it is the poyſonous 
Rayesthat are received into the body by the 
Eye, kills, and nor the fight only. Ando, 
of hearing the ſound, & i{ling of Serpeuts,

tate. To which wemay add Cinabay, being 


compoſed of Adercary , But Natarall Cinabar 
I ſhall here pretermit : wherefore then of theſe 
in order. And firſt of Crzde Mereary, which 
taken rather in ſxbſtance, or by inunttion, or int 
fume , Cauleth grievous affetions and ſymp= 
romes, by its weight, and eroding malignant 
quality : as intollerable paines in the ſtomack 
and bowels,wind,pripings, and eroſions,a gene- 
rall indiſpoſition ofrhe whole body, and ſome- 
times a violent lask. And ifit be retained long 
in the body, as many timesit happeneth when 
itis mixed with ſome other medicament of a re- 
raining quality, or hes in fome cavity longer 
then it ought, or ſome ſuch accident happem 

whereby it is kept til in the body unevacuated, 
there followeth a ſuppreſſion of Urine, andthe 
paſſages being ſtopr, the whole man becomes 
infeted, and all bis humours, ſo that he turnes 
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pale,wan,and of a leaden colour: having a very 
corcapt and fzecid breath; And at lenpth cauſes 
Palſies in ſevecall parts, and ſometimes the Fal. 
fing-fickneTe, Apoplexie, Swounding firs, nay 
and Death ir ſelf: as chat Apothecary recorded 
by Carden, de venenis, Lib.1.cap.20.who bein 
exceeding thirſty in the night cime, drankin: 
Kead of deere or other convenient liquor, y 
largely of Cr#de Mercary,in ſo much char being 
found dead in the morning,and diſſeRing of bin 
£0 find out the cauſe, in his tomack was found 
allmoſt the quantity of a pint of Aercary , the 
blood ceagulated in his heart, [yer A/abars 
Vins Praft. Tratfb.30.c:3. ſaieshe ſaw one who 
devoured ten dramgs of Argent Vive, withont. 
any hurt atall. Botallas likewiſe, L1be de in 
wvenerca,affirmes that he hath ſeen one, & heard 
of divers, that ſwallowed as many ounces, and 
yet was thereby no wiſe damnified.

3. days after, that ſhe ſeemed to be drunk, 
reeling up and down as ſhe walked, being 
vertiginous and giddy. Such an other Story 
Alexanarinus Annot.ad Cap.3. Galeni,quid 
Animi mores temperataram Corpor [equan- 
tur , hath of a youth which he knew, that 
by eating ſome of theſe Seeds,was not only | 
inebriated, but raging, and as it were mad, 
at length taken with a Verttgo, lay ſo a long 
time, &c. It cauſes likewiſe difficulty in 
breathing , infomuch that ſometimes the 
Darty ſcemes to be in danger of choaking,; 
ikewiſe an untverſall trembling over the 
whole Body , Dotage, Alienation of the 
Mind,Phrenſies, Madneſs, and the Falling- 
ſickneſs, &c. M. foannes Faber. De obſer- 
vat. Proprics, Records fome remarkable 
Srories to thiseflet; One is, of a certain 
Nobleman , who beings intollerably mole- 
ſted with an univerſall pain in-his left ſide, 
was per{wade: by his Lady, to take twenty 
hve whole Seeds of Hen-bane, affuring him 
thatit would immediately cure him, andif 
it were an Impoſtum, break ir, &c. ( with 
many fuch motives ſhe atlength prevailed; 
Bat 'e: this be'a warning to all rationall 
men, *how they take Phyfick of that won- 
Res, EY” "= derail 
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derfull creature in nature a Woman-Dottor, 
And likewiſe be a Caveat to thoſe more 
curious then wiſe Creatures, how they 
adventure to adminiſter what they areig- 
norant of : It being ten to one (it they go 
upon their own reaſon and judgement) L 3 
Caſe being dangerous, they rather kill then 
cure; and if at any time it happen other- 
wile, all rationall men mult needs acknow- 
ledge a more Divine hand, and rather Gods 
eſpeciall mercy and providence, then the 
leaſt skill in them : The ſame may be ſayed 
of Empericks and Ignoramuſes.) But it was 
not long after he had taken this mad Me- 
dicine, buthe grew ſo wild , and fell into 
ſuch a Phrenſie, and Alienation of Mind, 
that as my Aughour fayes, Nec Liberos, nee 
 Fratres, nec Sororem, quam babuit unicam, 
agneſcere potuerit.

Cap.44. But Sexnertas proves it is a {trong 
vomit, Prat. Med. Lib.6. Part.7. Cap.20. 
out of Renoderns, Antidotar. Lis. 3. Seft. 1. 
Cap. 10. Solikewiſe ſome accompr it no 
Poyſon, mixing it with medecines , as may 
de leene in the Pharmacopea made by the 
Augaſtin Phyſicians, and thole 1n Nerin- 
bergemn their EleRtuary De vo, But our 
Colledge at London, are of another mind, 
orwere; And therefore did not without 
Cauſe ſtrike it ont of the former Antienc 
Diſpenſatory, it being very burtfull, n1y and 
poylonous.

De ſubtilitate con- 
rends, there 1s hardly any remedy ſufficient 
to refiſt the power thereof. The reaſon is 
rendred by 7alins Ceſar Sraliger, Exerci- 
tat, 153. ſef.5.et 8. ad ſubtil, Cardans.Be- 
cauſe the Juyce being athin body , orof 
rare parts, ſoone penetrateth all the parts of 
the Body ; as alſo of a peculiar offenſive 
and deſtructive faculty or property, natu- 
rally inherent in the Juyce it ſelf. ( Yet it 
is reported that the Juyce of this Root not 
growing in Iſlands, but in.the Continent 
is inoffenſive, And where it is deemed poy-

half be conſumed. Ir ſerveth them likewiſe 
for Hony, being boyledthick, and for Vi- 
nager being ſet in the Sun without ſuch 
boyling.)

As ſoon as e- 
ver 1t 15 eaten any manner of way, or 
drank in liquor,it is in the Mouth,and co the 
Tongue and Palate very ſweete and plea- 
ſant, But immediately after, diſturbes the 
Head, cauſing it to be dull, Verttzinous,and 
filled with Chymeraes , as alſo Deliriums, 
tremblings aboundautly ; binders refpira- 
tion, making grievous paines in the ſides, 
&Breaſts,as alſo gnawings in the Inteſtines, 
and aboundance of Wind ; an univerſall 
trembling over the whole Body ; and if

Laſtly to conclude this Claſs, rouching 
Poyſons belonging to Vegetables, 1 may add 
that meaneſt and moſt unworthy of all ve.

are ventured on as food by Faratick brains, 
Yet others are poyſonous, and all pernicy 
ous; Nay, and none of them fit for food, 
of Muſhroomes, Whence Seneca did well 
and their Anti- term them a voluptuousPoy- 
dotes. fon. Pliny Ancipitem Cibum 
Tib.22. Cap. 23. Nat. Hiſt. Deſtroying 
whole Families at a repaſt; C/audins Ceſar, 
as Suctonius records, was deſtroyed by 
them ; And Cardas Lib. 3. De Santa. 
T uend, Cap. 47. Reckons up I know not 
how many more that loſt their lives by 
this fantaſticall food. Tho'e are the worl}, 


and moſt poyſonous, which, as Awviceny 


notes, are grayiſh or of a blewiſh colour, 
which ſome think are not only mortal] be- 


ing eaten, but deltruRive alſo to ſuch as do 
buc {ſmell unto them. And the reaſonis, 
Either 1.Becauſe they are naturally nothing 
elle but a bundle of cold, moiſt, and viſcous 
vapours and matter of rhe Earth or Trees 
on which they grow: Or 2.

or never thus affeRed,as Swine, Ducks Hens, 
8c. Which will eat any, or all manner of 
filth without the leaſt inconveniency ; Be- 
ſides, many times we ſee Dogs run mad that 
never cat a bit of Carrion 1n all their lives, 
but choicely fed from their Maſters Table.

— a Cat, a Creature no leſs ire- 
quent and familiar with us, then the 
former; yet thought , by ſome, to be of 
that poyſoneus quality, as the very ſight or 
preſence of it, is ſufficient to make a man 
lwound , tremble, ſweat, and become 


ſpeechleſs. But what reaſon ſuch _ aq

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thus conceive, I know not. It as Pare, 
Sexnertus,and moſt apprehend, there is ſome 
venamous quality in theſe Creatures , he 


cauſe many are affected in that manner a- 


foreſaid ; How cometh it to-paſs then all 
in the Company are not likewiſe moved 
thereat ? And, if their preſence ſo poyſon. 
eth and infeteth the Aer that it. being 
drawn into the mouth puts men into a 
feat, and into ſwounding firs , Why are 
not all thus moleſted thereby ? Wherefore 
I rather believe this proceeds from ſome 
ſecret Antipathy : elſe, by the ſame reaſon, 
we maſt conclude Mxtton, Beef, Ducks,nay 
and moſt food to be poyſon, there being 
almoſt nothing in the world, but is,by one, 
or other , Diſtaſted, 4 Gentleman one 
day at Dinner at my Fathers I remember, 
fell down from hisChaire in a ſwound at the 
ſerving up of a Cuſtard ; Another Gentle- 
man grew extream ſick by eacing only a bit 
ofa ſhoulder of Mutton minc'c among 0+ 
ther meats in an Haſh, &c. Authours are 
ful of ſuch like examples ; L4ad yet to con- 
clude theſe Poyſons, becauſe they work ſuch 
_—_— this, or that party, were ridicu- 
ous, 

But of theſe Creatures if the braine be 
eaten, it proves aſſuredly deſtrutive ; as

Dveſcorid, For, it makes 
ſuch to rage and grow mad, It being very 
dry potentially (eſpecially the male) Com. 
paring it with Mans ; 1t obſtructeth the 
paſſages of the brain, ſo that the Animal! 
Spirits cannot paſle to the hinder part; 
whence the Memory becomes depraved and 
loſt ; They become Dolts, grow moped, 
and vertiginous,&c.

miſerably died in that condition. Braſ«- 
vola, Com. ad Aphor. 17. Lib. 2. Allore- 
lates one , who by taking ofa Potion mixt 
with Rubarb, and other Powders in 4 
Morter,wherein Cantharides had been pul 
verized,was along therebyexulcerated from 
the month tothe Bladder, and ſo downto 
the Fundament. . And Plime, nat. Hift. lib 
29. Cap. 4. Records Camtharides dranke, 
to be the Death of Coſſonus that Rowas 
Knight : And ſo it was ofthat rich mani 
Anare as Bacrins Prolegomenis venenoruwO 
Antidotorum, Pap. 23. By which ſtories, if 
you peruſe them, yott will find-a fall relatr 
on of thoſe horrid ſyptornes thar attend the 
taking of this ſort of Fheinto the body. 
As, it exulcerateth not onlythe ſtomach, 
bowells, bladder, and chofe parts whettin 
it ſhall reſide , bar alſo all other partsdy 


whih it paſſeth, As from the'mouth by 


yhigh 
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which it enters to the Bladder and Funda- 
ment by which it is evacuated : neither doth 
it only exulcerate, but alſo burn and in- 
flame the parts , whence follow, burnin 

ſeavers, nautiouſneſſe, Dyſentery, And In- 
flation of the / /4nataering , Vertigo and 
madneſle, In their mouths they uſually ſa- 
your the taſt of Roſin or Pirch, Laſtly , It 
affeRterh (as hath been faid) the ureteries 
chiefly, burning, inflarmng, and exulcera- 


' ting them , cauſing a conſtant effuſion of - 


blood and ereCtion of the Pexzs, ſtrangury , 
Iſchury, Intollerable paines, Atlength it 
cauſeth a Gangrene in the ureteries, and fi- 
nally brings Death it felf. 

Nay it1s of that violent force , and qua- 
lity, that, as fome Authors maintain , Be- 
ing but even outwardly applyed, it will not 
po. affet the Ureteries and Bladder, but 
alſo cauſe an effuſion of blood from thoſe 

s, Pareus loco allegato, hath a notable 
ory to this effect , of a certain Gentlewo- 
man , who having her face very much De- 
formed with red, fiery, and filthy puſtules; 
ſo that ſhe was ſhynn'd by all Company , 
and ahotninated by every man that faw her 
asif ſhe had been Leprous,, in a fad per- 
plexiry , at length came to Pars the Me- 
tropolis of France, to ſeek help ; where ſhe

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conſulted Hoellerius , and Grealmws , two 
eminent Phyſitiavs ;, and , with them, 
made uſe likewiſe, of the ſaid Parews , and 
Caballus, approved and sKillfull Chyrargi- 
e5,who concluded together to apply over 
all her face a ®eſicatory of Canthariats, as 
the moſt probable and ſpeedy Cure; But 
not full 4 hours after the application of 
this medecine, Her Bladder began to burn 
intollerably, and the neck of her wombto 
| ſwell, with Gripings, continuall Vomet- 
ings, Evacuatings with blood , both by 
rine and ſtoole, with a generall exagitat- 
on of the humours, and Diſturbance of the 
whole Body, And a vielent burning Fea- 
ver. And Lengius, Tomo 1. Epiſe. 47. 
out of Montaguanus tells us of one whoe- 
vacuated by the Yard above five pound 
weight of blood, by only applying Cantbs 
r1des te the knee. Andreas Baccins, in Pro 
legonxs venenoruns , & Antidotorum ; Pay. 
22, Alſo affirmes that outward applicatr 
ens of this Fly , will work ſuch effects, s 
effuſion of blood , intollerable paines, in 
flammations, exulecrations , &c. whether 
applyed to the Head, Armes, Leggs, Feet, 
&c : Nay, whichis more wonderfull , 76 
annes Michael Paſchalins, Method, Cura. 
morb. Cap. 41. hath a tory ofa Chyrur-

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Jin of Afillaine in Ttaly that was twice 
grievouſly affeted with piſſing of blood, 
only by carrying Cantharides in a purſe a« 
bout him. Ado{phas Occo in his obſervations, 
hath ſuch an other example alſo. 

But the truth hereof I ſhall leave to the 
Judgements of the Judicious, I ſhall nor 
preſume to correct theſe ſo worthy writers, 
neither inthe one, nor the other, only ac- 
quaint you, that all the Learned do not 
hereunto agree;Nay Sexnertas, Pratt. Med. 
Lib.6.Part.8, Cap. 26. Doth give no credic 
at all to theſe aſſertions, where he hath 
theſe words, Verzm et; ſexcenties veſicato= 
rlj loco 115 uſus fuerim ; nunquam tamen tale 
quid cbſervare potui : That he could never 
tind any ſuch. effeft by outward applicati- 
ons, although he had fix hundred times aps 
plyed them by way of velicatory. And I my 
ſelf had once a patient that applyed, of her 
own head, a velicatory of Cantharides to 
her Knee, for a pain ſhe had there, and yet 
ſuffered not the leaſt dammage thereby any 
other way. Bur, I ſay, however, let every

Srangury, lichury, and death it ſelf; ti 
when,che party aleriegs imagines be ſal 
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And ſmells nought but a kind of Nitrow 
ſavour.

Corpio, a Scorpion,as we vulgarly phraſe 
it ; of which there are divers kinds, ſome 
beings ſmaller, ſome greater then. others, 
ſome likewiſe are yellow, others brown, 
a third ſort reddiſh, a fourfh green, a fifth 
aſh colour,a ſixth black,a ſeventh white,& 
Again, ſome have no wings, and others + 
gain have wings, whence , perhaps, that 
part of ZXthiopia was depopulated, which 
Pliny mentions, by theſe winged Scorpions, 
which fly aboutin flocks like fo many Birds, 
driving away the Inhabitants of fach places 
in which they pitch 5 The common colour 
uſually of them is a dark brown or mus 
Colour. For other differencies conſult Aur 
thours, eſpecially Ardoynxs and Grevings, 
De Venenss. Our io this place, being 
rather to ſpeak of their venemouz qualitie, 
then of their divers kinds. They hurt by a 
prick or ſting in their tayles moſt comonly, 
and ſome think they have two ſtings , But

Part.8. Cap+14. quote, Their hair ſtands 
an end, as Parexs notes De Penents, Lib.21, 
Cap.25. Amatns Lucitanus, Cent.6. Curat. 

1, Tells us ofa man who being ſtung in 
the finger by a Scorpion, was affected with 
an univerſall pain over all his Body, and 
prickings in his skin, as if all his skin were 
run thorow with Needles. Such alſo as 
are ſtung thereby, are uſually moleſted 
with Bubo, and Impoſtumes inthe groynes, 
and under the armes; are prone to yomit, 
have an hickope, their face is often drawn 
aſide, their eyes run with water, and in the 
corners of their eyes is much purrulent fzrid 
matter, they foame at the mouth, and 
ſometimes,have many black ipotts ſprinkled 
in moſt parts of their Body ; As him record- 


ed by Marcellus Donatns, Hiſt. ea. _ 
rabil. 
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rabl. Lib.1. Cap.9. As Schenkius Loco Cite» 
to hath it. The part affeQed or ſtung,al(o, 
is uſuallyred , emitting certain puſtules in 
form of warts, the whole Body (in ſhort ) 
is diſtempered and feaveriſh, and at length 
deſtroyedif not timely prevented. 

Theſe are the ſymptoms uſually attending 
the finging of a Scorpion ;, Yet many times 
they are hurefull by entring into peoples 
Bodyes,as Ommbonns Ferrarius, Lib.2 De 
Art. Med. Infant. Cap. 9. Reports of 4 
Child that was grievoutly affeed by aScor- 
pios that entred into its Body by the 
Mouth while it was a fleepe, and ſo dyed 
the fame day,notwithſtanding it was vomit. 
ed up again. How this kind of Creature 
ſhould get into the Body of an Infant by the 
Mouth, eſpecially, if ( as ſome Naturaliſt 
hold )) they are much of the ſame magni- 
tude and ſhape with a pidgeons egg, I ſhall 
not here diſpure , wherefore why this that 
Ferrarixs mentions, may not be generated 
in that Infants Body, as well as that which 
Hollerixs recordsto be bred in an Italians 
brain by the frequent ſmell of the Hearb 
Bazilizhe, whereby he was not only mach 
tormented with an inveterate Head-ach for 
along time, but at length with Deathit 
ſelf, I know nor. 7 hach _—

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ſuch a like inſtance of a certain young 
Wench in France that by often ſmelling to 
the ſame Hearb, fell into a moſt inſoffera- 
ble Head-ach , and incurable ; Arlength 
dying, and opening her Head, there was 
found certain Scorpions in her Brain, 

Ambreſins Parens, De Vrnents, Lib.21. 
Cap. 25. Aﬀrmes they are more or leſſe 
deadly, according to the Countryes they 
inhabit. Sexyerras, Pratt. Med. Lib. 
6. Part.$, Cap.14. Sayes that in temperate 
Regions,and eſpecially in cold,they are leſs 
venemons, and that 1n 7taly they are very 
dangerous; Yet, Payvzt7t%s in Lib. De Venens, 
will have thoſe in 1:aly to beleſs perniti- 
ous then thoſe in Fraxcr: So doth Pliny 
likewiſe atteſt, that they in 7taly are very 
harmleſs,and in ſome parts of Zpypr, and o- 
ther places.

mentioned by Galen, Avicenna, Atius, Di- 
oſcorides, Paulus Eginetus, Pliny, and by 
an infinite many of our Neotericks. 

Some Queſtion whether there were ever 
any ſuch Creaturein the World ; Others, 
on the other ſide, affirmit. And not only 
ſo, bat that there are two ſorts of them , 
The one proceeding from the Egg of an old 
 Howſe-Cocke ( as they ſay) and thence is 

terme a Cockatrice. The other is a kind 
of Serpent, which comes within the verge 
of our Diſcourſe at this time. And this lat- 
ter Galex mentioneth in his book De T he- 
ri4sa ad Pilonem, Fel. 1273. As Lacuna in 
his Epitomie of Galen Delivers it in theſe 
words, Baziliſcus belua ſubflava, & triplict 
fronts apice munita, &c, Aﬀrming , 
moreover,that the very novſe of his hiſſing, 
or raies of his fight is of ſufficient force to 
kill a =_ _—_ - __ that _ Creature 
can touch him and live. Nay Pls on

farther, nor only atteſting ſuch a

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tobeinthe World, bur alſo that he is ſo 

pernitious, that he deſtroyes and killseven 

Vegetables, as Shrabs, Hearbs, and Trees, 

not by his touch alone, bur likewiſe by his 

very breath, vr ſteame of his Body : Nat, 

Hiſt. L:b.8. Cap. 21. whence, in the pro- 

vince of Syrexe,where it isthought by ſome, 

they are produced, by the Barronneffe of 

the ſoile, and deadneſs of che Trees, Buſhes, 

and Graſs, Mcn know themſelvez to be 

near their Dens. Avicenna likewiſe mention- 

eth this Creature and Deſcribes it, adding, 

that if Birds fly but over him within the 

verge of its ſteeme, they immediately fall 

down Dead: Grevsz»s,affirmeth the ſame 

Lib.1. De Venens, Cap.18.50 doth Nican- 

der, and £t3xs,infomuch tbar all Creatures, 

Serpents and all , that are likewiſe vene- 

mous ſhun him as moſt obnoxious & deadly, 

ſo that, by ſome, he is rermed, The King of 

Serpents , in regard he overcomes them | 

all, and j| ſlayes them with his very couch | Ga 4racy 

although he be dead.

Parexs is of the ſame belief,undertaking (as 
if he had ſeen one) to deſcribe it in this, 
manner, He is of the leugthof twelve fingers, 
with a White ſpot in bis Head reſembling 4 
Crown. Sennertas in like manner 1s per- 
ſwaded thergis ſuch vermine in the World, 
and the reaſon he pives, is, becauſe he 1s

works, when a little ſaid with truth, 1s much 
more to be preterred.

breath, or noyſe thereof alone. 


SECTION V. 
Of the Salamander, and its Antidotes. 


Alamanara, or,as we commonly thence 
heat: it, the Salamander, deſcribed by 
Pliny in his Nat. Hiſt. Lib.29 Cap.4. And 
Ifsdorus, Lib. 10. Cap 47. Tobea ſmall 
Creature, like unto Ay Ewt, Geſnerns , 
Uliſſes Aldrovandas, and others, ſay , It is 
like a Lizard, bur every way a little bigger, 
having its belly white, its back and other 
parts of the body, black and yellow, ſpotted 
and pliſtering. 

Touching that fond conceit which ſome 
have, that ic will liveia the fire and receive

However, it is a Creaturerepnted no leſs 
poyſonous then the ref, not only by its 
bite, but, as Pliny, Nicander, Parens, and 
others maintain,by a ſecret property,infe&s 
even the very ituir of ſuch trees as it climes, 
ſo chat 1fany: chance to eat thereof it proves 
unto them .Mortall ; Sexnertxs therefore 
(who from thoſe Authours,likewiſe,affirm- 
eth the ſame) accounts it no wile leſs per- 
nitious or deſtrutfall then the Aconte, be- 
fore mentioned, It isatteſted alſo, by ſome, 
that it poyloneth all] Hearbs and other 
things over which it chanceth to creepe : 
And Parexs, the which Sennertas ſeemes to 
confirm, with many more, writes , that it 
is no ſtrange macter for whole families to be 
deltroyed by drinking (or -eating the meat 
which hath been Drelt with) the warer of 
ſucha well or ſpring 1a which they have 
ci{ually fallen. 

Such as are hereby affeted,or rather infe- 
&:d, if Death do not immediately ſeize 
upon them, are uſually moleſted with un- 
uluall Inflammations over che whole Body 
naturall hear by Degrees decayetb,and1s at 
length extinguiſhed, eſpecially in the mem- 
ber or part affeRed, and thence ir becomes

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black, putrefies and emitteth a certain-fx* 

cid, purrulent matter, Ztas ſayes, at firſt 

there ap5ear many white ſpots over all che 

Body , then red, and afrerwards black, pu- 

trefying the parts ſo that at length they fall 

away by peice-meale (as we ſay) The Hair 

generally overche whole Man, is made to 

fill off, eſpecially if the poyſs continue long

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ders, the poylon is thereby conveied into 
the wound or part bitten. The female Yi- 
per isreputed the more dangerous of the 
two,having more large tusks then the male, 
and ſo makes the larger wound ; Whence 
ſome Authours irom Nzcavnder, and Gales, 
have preſumed to affirm the male to have 
but two tusks, and the female four , But the 
more rationall agree with Angelus Baldus 
Abbatius that ſcrutinous ſearcher into the 
Nature of that Creature,that both male and 
female have four tusks, only the females 
are more firm, long and ſtrong then the 
males : They may therefore know whether 
the part affeQed was bitten by a male or fe- 
male Yer by the largeneſs of the wound, 
but not by the number of the orifices made 
by the teeth ; For the fmalineſs of the males 
tusks cauſing thewound to be more obſcure, 
occaſioned ſome to affirm they had but on- 
ly two tusks. However, if it were ſo, that 
were enough to do much miſchief ; For, 
ſuch as are therewith bitten, are (as the moſt 
Learned & Authentick Authours conclude) 
moleſted with intollerable paines , and 
prickings over all their Body, as alſo an uni- 
verſall iwelling, but firſt inthe part affeRed, 
out of which, when the wound is green and 
newly made,ifſueth pure blood, then a pure 

rulens 
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rulent filetiy matter, and certain bliſters a- 
riſe about the part, as if it had been burn'd, 
which argues this Poyſon to be hot, not 
cold as ſome have endeavoured to maintain, 
becauſe this Creature is altually cold, which 
argument, if it might be admitted, might as 
well ſerve to prove Mercurius Sublimate, 
Antimony,and other Mineralls and poyſons 
Cold,which to affirm, were ridiculous,when 
all rationall Men know they are potentially 
Hot many of them, although aQually, and 
to the touch they ſeem to be otherwiſe. All 
the parts are generally eſpecially the Liver, 
inflamed, and dryed, whence they are unſa- 
tiably deſirous to drink. Some think the 
whole Body becomes yellow or of a pale 
colour, Celins Aurelianus, Antiq. Left. Lib. 
6.Cap.13. ſayesof a Leek like green, ard 
gives inſtance of a Courtier ſo affeted by 
the bite of a Viper. Sennertus, Pratt. Med, 
Lib.6. Paryt.8. Cap.13. ſayes, according to 
the diſpoſition of the poyſon it is ſometimes 
redd; ſometies, pale, ſometimes, purpleiſh, 
ſometimes, black, &c. Adding withall, that 
ſometimes there appears certain black pus» 
ſtules in the member bitten. Braſavela.Com. 
ad Aph.62. Lib. 4. Hippocratis. Aﬀeicmes 


he ſaw one that was(bereupon)ſpeck1ed all 
N 4 over 
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over his Body with black, and blew ſpots. 
Moreover, the patient bitten by this Crez- 
ture, is uſually moleſted with intollerable 
paines,and gripings inthe bowells, frequent 
vomitings of Choler,the ſtomach is affeRted 
with Hickops,the Head with vertiginous and 
unuſuall paines, the noſe with eruption of 
blood, the bladder and ureters with ſup- 
preſſions and obſiruftions, ſo that thereis 
butlittle emiſſion of urine ; The Lungs with 
difficulty of breathing ; The Heart with 
faintings and ſwoundings ; The whole Body 

(in aword) with a burning feaver, tremb- 

lings and cold ſweats; And laſtly (if not 

timely prevented) with Death it ſelf. Eſpe- 

cially it the patient bleed at noſe, his hands 

.grow cold,his nailes pale, his lips greeniſh, 
if hetremble over all bis Body , Þe moles 

ſted with ſownding fits; If the wound be 

large, in ſummer time, and in an hot Coun- 
try(for it is thought they are more poylon- 

ous in ſuch places then in others) or given 
when the Viper was inraged or angry, &c. 
You may afſuredly conclude Death to beat 
hand, and that the patient will not live 
lons ; ſometimes within ſeven hours time 
after , they ſeldom linger out to the third 
day , Nay, the ſame Braſavola, in loco alles 
gato, tells us he ſaw one that dyed by oo 
ite 
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bite of a Viper within three hours after: 
And Ambroſins Farens, Lib.21.De Venenrs, 
Cap.16.records out of Mathiolus a remark- 
able ſtory of a Country man, who as be 
was mowing a meadow by chance, cut an 
Aaaer in two with his ſythe , which percei- 
ving, and thinking itto be ſlain, took up 
that end on which was the head in his hand, 
tearing nothing, but the enraged Creature 
turning about its head, bit him by the finger, 
the which , he immediately clapt into his 
Mouth (as the unadviſed Cuſtom of Men is 
to do, if ought hurt them) and ſucking out 
the blood, Immediately , fell down dead. 
Such an other ſtory is to be found in Ama- 
tzs Lucitanus , which Geſner of Serpents , 
Schenckzas of poyſons, and others record. 
A certain boy af a Viper or Adder in the 
helds, boaſted to his Companions, he could 
takeitup in bis hand, and receive no hurt, 
but they nor believing of it, or telling him 
he durſt not,the Lad rather chen be thought 
to ſpeak more then he would do , put forth 
his hand to take up the /iper, but the vene- 
mous Creature, extending its neck, bit him 
by the finger very ſorely , the which (as 

ou heard before of the Country fellow) 

e preſently put into his Mouth to ſuck out 


the blood, and thereby bought his raſhpeſs 
anc 
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and folly at a dear rate, for not long after, 
he changed this miſerable life for death , 
there being no medecine, as my Authour 
adds, that could da him any good: yer if 
be had not pur his finger into his mouth he 
might have been recovered.

nitious that, as Gales, Lib, De Theriaca, ad 


P:ſonem contends,it any chance at unawares 


to tread upon it, it excoriateth the ſoale of 


the foot, and caulſeth the legg to ſwell,nay 
and hurts the hand no leſs that toucheth it; 
the which Sexxertas confirmes, Pratt. Med 
L16.6. Part.8. Cap.11, Adding that - Oh. 

ends 
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fends alſo by biting , nay and ſo forcibly, 
that Men are killed thereby ; Likewiſe thar 
the ſavour thereof is of ſufficient pow. 
er to deprive Men of their ſenſes. The 
common fignes of ſuch as are poyſoned by 
the bite of this Creature are theſe ; There 
uſually iſſgeta (as the Learned bave noted) 
out of the wound a kind of black, fxtid,and 
purrulent blood , after which the part or 
member affected ſwells exceedingly , and 
about the wound ariſeth certain blackiſh pu- 
{tules, grievous paynes accompanyes, and 
macerates the whole Man, the skin is pgene- 
rally, Dry, rough and hard. The ſtomach 
is moleſted with vomitings,and hickops,and 
that which is caſt ap, is, for the moſt part 
Choller or Blaod ; Extream thirſt, likewiſe 
tormenteth the party,and intollerable pains 
and gripings inthe bowells; All the natu- 
rall actions are ſo impedited, and deſttoyed, 
that there is no emiſſion'of either urine or 
the feces of the belly; Neither are the Vi- 
talls leſſe affeted, for they can neither 
breath nor ſpeak without great difficulty, 
and the Heart is ſubje& to ſwoundings and 
faintings : and the Animall faculties, alſo, 
are ſo confounded and-moleſted, that there 
followes not only a depravation & dimnels 
of fight, byc likewiſe Frenfies, Dotage,Deli- 


rium, 
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rium, and madneſs. In a word the whole 
Man Body and Soul, with all its operations 
Vegetall, Vitall, and Animall , are there- 
by deſtroyed, ſo that the whole lump 
becomes odious, and the very exhalations 
and breathings through the pores extream- 
ly offenſive. And __ if not maturely 
prevented, brings Death and utter Deſtru- 
ion.

SECTION VIII. 
Of the Serpent Stellio and its Antidoces. 


Tellio, is a kind of Lizzard ;, which, 
becauſe it hath certain ſpots upon its 
back like ſtars,it hath irs name Ste//:o, 1 Stel- 
la a Star. De Stellione, Tra ſcribit Galenas, in 
Libro De Theriaca ad P:ſonew ; Stellro w- 
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ſus a Scorpionibus, ſubſtringit ipſos et peri- 
mit, It is, likewiſe, very pernitious to 
Mankind , as well by biting them, as by 
being eaten by them, or the water , Drink 
or other liquor in which they are by chance 
drowned. For either of theſe wayes it cau(- 
eth in Man, no leſs, but the very ſame 
ſymptomes, as you have heard before of 
Cantharides;,, Wherefore, for brevities ſake, 
I ſhall not here make the leaſt Repetition.

For, if it chance'to fall upon any 
mergber of a Man or Woman ( although 
they were not bitten) it becomes thereby 
immediately inflamed, red and angry, mo+ 
leſts che whole Man, and cauſeth Death it 
ſelf if not timely prevented; nay and all 
the ſympromes that follow upon their bite, 
though not altogether ſo forceable. As, 
their heads that are herewith bitten, a: e,for 
the moſt part, heavy, and dull, their fore- 
heads moleſted with convullive twitchings, 
their Eyes andſight is obfuſcated and dark- 
ned, their ey-lids and cheeks tremble ; 
they are ſleepy and drowſie , ſubje to {tu- 
pors and ſoporiticall diſtempers : Their 
whole ſenſes are perverted and confuſed , 
their face is generally pale ; often yaune 
and reach, Their whole Body is poſleſſed 
with frigidity and chilgels , and at length 
flain by the King of tears, if not immediate 
ly prevented. So dangerous, fo cruell, fo 
deadly is this poyſon of the Aſpe, that ma- 
ny think itis incurable , Pare and others, 
think one wounded herewith can continue

SECTION %, 
Of the Serpent Natrix and its Auoidotes. 

N Atrix 1s Iikewiſe a moſt pernitious and 

deſtructive Serpent, for the moſt part 
and commonly called by Amhonrs Hyaras, 
yet many name it ccording to the place and 
time of its appearance; As, if it be found 
upon the earth in the Summer or Autumn, 
it is called Cher/ybres, in the Winter or 
Spring, in the water, Amphybium:of which, 
the former, is- much more poyſonous and 
dangerous thenthe latter : or, more plain- 
ly, when it is found upon the earth it is re- 
puted more venemous then when it is found 
inthe water. For Cher/ſyari, or ſuch as 
are found in the earth, are recorded, by ſe- 
verall, from Apollodoras,cto be of force ſuffi« 
cient to kill any Man that toucherh them 
even when they are dead. The ſymprtomes 
that uſually follow upon the bite of theſe 
Creatures is mach the ſame whicl: you have 
before heard of the Viper , only they Kill 


more ſuddainly or.as ſoon, wichin three 
O 3 ho':rs 
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hours ime Aydoyuwns Contends. The Care 
is likewiſe the ſame with thar of the Viper ; 
wherefore to ayoid Tautology I ſhall thi- 
ther refer thee. 


SECTION R&I. 


Of the Serpents Amphysbzna and Scytale, 
with their Axutidotes. 


Aſphyibena & Scytale, Theſe are Ser* 

pents ſo called by the Learned ; And

bite, although they have nor teeth, yer ſuch 
is the hardneſs of their gumms,& roughneſs, 
and fo violently do they pinch, that chere- 
by they make ſuch an impreſſion that the 
venemous puality of their poyſon is convei- 
ed not only into the part affeted, bur like- 
wiſe through all & every part of the Body, 
by the nmrmnng moſt horrid ſymptoms. 
As, the Vertigo, loſs of fight,Synchope,and 
mixt by fits with Convullions, for the moſt 
part they ſtammer, their Lipps and Tongue 
become black, their Countenance furious, 
horrid and pgaſhly , ſubjet to vomitings, 
univerſall ſwelling, 8& invironed with a cold 
ſweat, andat length Death ir ſelf poſleſſes 
them. As appears by thole recorded by 
Ambroſins Pareus , Lib. 21, De Venens, 
Cap.24.who drank Wine in which they had 
infuſed a little ſage , that they gathered in 
the Garden from a ſtock, under which at the 
root lay ſeverall Toads; by the urine, and 
ſpetcle of which ic was infeted, Ms#zaldxs 
likewiſe, emorabil. Centaur. 1. Apb, 1. 
Etin Hort, Med. Camp.3. Area & foanne 
Becatio records, that one walking in a Gar- 
den, plucking a little Sage, therewith rub'd 
his Gumms and Teeth, and ſo fell down 


ſuddainly dead : which proves that theſe

and Fruits by their breath, ſpettle and urine, 
as was ſhewed before.

Raneus, a Spider lo called , whether

here diſpute ; that ſome are, all Phyſicians 
and the Learned affirm, Eſpecially, 1. That 
ſort of Spider which is called Rhagsum being 
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or delight in Muſick,or rather, are cured by 
Mufick, or yet rather, by dancing and leap- 
ing about, occaſioned by the Muſick, So e- 
vapourating the virulency of the venome by 
iweat. Thele five ſorts of Spiders,among 0- 
thors, are by all Authours accounted poy- 
ſonous, more eſpecially. To infiſt upon e- 
very one diſtiny, and apart,would te tog; 
teadious, at this time, or to particulariſe all: 
that Authours have recorded of them ; 
Wherefore, in brief, know, that ſuch as 
are either bitten by any of the four former, 
or have accidentally ſwallowed any of 
them, are uſually moleſted with theſe fol- 
lowing ſymptomes. The part affected will 
be ſeiſed on with a ſtupor,with horrour and 
cold,the belly is filled with wind and ſwells, 
the face growes pale,the eyes drop tears in- 
voluntarily, the extream and remote patts 
of the Body cremble, and are, in a manner, 
convulſt, a continuall inclination and deſire 
ro evacuate by urine followes them, the pri- 
vy partis extended and pained, if the party 
be young ; relaxed, if old , a cold ſweat uni- 
verſallv poſſeſfech them, and, ſometimes, 
they void by urine ſome what like unto a 
Spider.
